HIS ESCAPE FROM .THE SHERIFF 


SATURDAY NIGHT. 


Tho onicors Outwitted—No Clno to Bid

convicted boodier, escaped Saturduy evening 
from tho custody of Sheriff Matson.

The purpose of this is 
to have an accounting and to bet asidu tho 
transfer of tho dry Roods business made by 
Mrs. Stowart in 1S7C. A. T. Stewart died in 
April of that year. Tho prcsi;n: action dif- 
fers in important particulars from Uio suit 
instituted by Mr. Butler. In liis action ho 
devoted a large part of his complaint to olio- 
Rations of undue influence exerted by Mr.

A symmetrical and line worded system

The 
world wants help, immediate and world 
uplifting, and it will come through a dis- 
course iii which Christ shall walk right 
down into the immortal soul and takt 
everlasting possession of it. lining it- as 
full of light as is this noonday firmament. 


That sermon of exhortation of the fu- 


ture will not deal with men in the thread 
hare illustrations of Jesus Christ. 
Tn 


that coming address there will bp in- 
stances of vicarious suffering taken right 
nut of everyday life, for there is not a 
ilav somebody is not dying for cithers.

Tho world is full 


of il. 
An engineer said to nie on n loco- 


motive in Dakota: "We men seem to be 
coming to better appreciation than we 
used to. Did you see tliat account tho 
other day of an engineer who to save bis 
passengers stuck to his place, and when 
be was found dead in the locomotive, 
which was upside-down, be was found 
sfill smiling, bis band on the air brake?" 
And as the engineer said it to me, ho put 
his bninl on tbe air brake to illustrale | 
his meaning, and I looked at him and . 
thought: "You would be just as much | 
of a hero in the same crisis." 
: 


Oh. in that religious discourse of the : 


future there will Ix; living illustrations 
taken out from everyday life of vicarious 
suffering—illustrations that will bring lo 
mind the ghastlier sacrifice ot Him who 
in 
I lie high places of tho field, on the 


cross, fought our battles, and wept our 
griefs, and endured Our struggle, anrl 
died our death. 


A German sculptor made an image of 


Christ, and he askral his little child. £ 
years old, who it was, and she said: 
"That must be somo very great man." 
The sculptor was displeased with the crit- 
icism, so he got another block of marble 
nut! chiseled away on it two or three 
vents, mid then bo brought in his little 
child, 4 or D years of age, and he saiel M 
hoj1: "Who do you tbink tbat is?" 
She 


said: "That must be tbo One who look 
little children in bis amis and blessed 
them." 
Then the sculptor was satisfied. 


Oh, my friends, what the world wants is 
not a cold Christ, not an intellectual 
Christ, not a severely magisterial Christ, 
but a loving Christ, spreading cut bis 
arms ot sympathy to press the wboli; 
world to bis lovinfj heart. 


But, I remark again, that tho religious 


discourse of tho future will be short. 
Condensation is demanded by thu age in 
which wo live. No more need ot long 
introductions ond long applications, and 
so many divisions to a discourse that it 
may be said to be hydrabeaded. In other 
days men got all their infonnritiun from 
the pulpit. There were few books and 
there weru no newspapers, and there was 
little travel from place to place, and poo. 
pie would sit and listen two and a bull' 
hours lo a religious discourse, and "suv- 
t'litoontlily" would find them fresh and 
chipper. " In those days there wf.s enough 
time for a man to take an hour to warm 
hiinsiilf up to the subject ar.d an hour to 
CUD! off. 
But what was u necessity then 


is a superfluity now. 
Congregations an; 


full of 
knowledge from books, from 


n(!wspfi]icrs, from 
rapid and 
contin- 


uous 
intercommunication, 
and 
long 


disquisitions 
of what they know al- 


ready will not be abided. 
If a religious 


teacher cannot compress what he wishes 
to say lo the people in the spa.cc of 
forty-five minutes, better adjourn it to 
borne other day. 


The trouble is we preach audiences 


into a Christian frame, and then wo 
preach them out of it. 
We forget tbat 


every auditor has so much capacity of 
attention, and when tbat is exhausted be 
is restless. That accident on the long 
Island railroad soeue years ago came from 
the. i'uct that the brakes were out of 
order, and when they wanted to stop the 
train they could not stop, und hence the 
casu.ilty w;is 
terrific. 
In all religious 


discourse we want locomotive power arid 
propulsion. Wo want at tho same time 
stout breaks to J.et dpwn at the right in- 
slant. 
TfiS a dismal thing after a'Tiearer 


has comprehended the whole subject to 
bear a man say: "Now to recapitulate," 
and "a few words by way of applica- 
tion," and "once more," and "finally," 
and "now to conclude." 


Paul preached until midnight, and 


Eulychus got sound :isleep and fell out of 
n window and broke his neck. 
Some 


would say: "Good for him." 
I would 


rather bo sympathetic like Paul and re- 
suscitate him. That accident is often 
quoted now in religious circles as a warn- 
ing against somnolence in church. It is 
just as much a warning to ministers 
against prolixity. Eutychus was wrong 
in his somnolence, but Paul made a mis- 
take when he kept on until midnight. 
Ho ought to have stopped at 11 o'clock', 
iind there would have bnen no accident. 
If Paul might have gone on'to too great 
length, lut all those of us who are now 
preaching the Gospel remember that there- 
is a limit to religious discourse, or ought 
to bo. nnd that in our time we have no 
apostolic power ot miracles. 


Napoleon in an address of seven min- 


utes thrilled bis army, and thrilled Eu- 
rope. 
Christ's sermon on tho mount, tho 


model sermon, was less than eighteen 
minutes long at ordinary rate of delivery. 
U is not electricity scattered over the sky 
that strikes, but electricity gathered into 
u tbunderlxjlt and burled, and it is not 
religious truth scattered over, spread out 
over a vast reach of time, but religious! 
truth projected in compact form that 
Hashes light upon tlin soul and rives its 
indifference. 


Whr-n the religious discourse of tlie 


future arrives in this land and in the 
Christian church, the discourse which is 
to arouse the world and startle the na- 
tions, and usher in the kingdom, it will 
be a brief discourse. Hear it, all theolog- 
ical sludents, all ye just entering upon

Why did so many people take tbe trull 


at Christ's hands? Because they all un- 
derstood it.

So 1 cannot understand the nervous- 


ness of sonic of my brethren of the min- 
istry. 
When they see :i newspaper mnn 


coming in they say: "Alas! there is a re- 
porter." 
Every added reporter is 10,000, 


-10,000, 100,01)0 immortal souls aelded to 
the auditory. Tho time will come when 
all the village, town and city newspapers 
will reproduce the Gospel of Jesus Christ, 
anil sermons preached on tbe Sabbath will 
reverberate all around the world, and—- 
some by type and somo by voice—all 
nations wLl lie evangelized. 


The practical bearing of this is upon 


those wiio ore engaged in Christian work, 
not only upon theological students and 
young ministers, but upon all who preach 
the Gospel, and all who exhort in meet- 
ings, and that is all of you if you arc 
doing your duty. 
Do you exhort in 


prayer meeting? Be short and be spirited. 
Do you teach in Bible class? Though you 
have to study every night be interesting. 
Do you accost people on the subject of 
religion in their homes or in public 
places? Study adroitness and use com- 
mon se^nse. The most graceful and most 
beautiful thing on earth is the religion of 
Jesus Christ, and if you awkwardly pre- 
sent it, it is defamation.
